“CRS CARRIES ON programs in some 70 
countries in Africa, Asia and Latin America,”’ 
Father Topping noted. ‘‘These programs include 
distribution of food, clothing and medicines. .. 
and the sponsorship and implementation of 
community development programs.” 

The appeal got underway among children on 
Ash Wednesday with a message from Pope Paul 
VI who told them: 


‘‘As you begin to make your Lenten sacrifices 
you should think of how each little donation may 
keep some child alive or make his future a 
better one. 


“WHEN YOU HELP the work of Catholic 
relief you are doing God’s work. You are showing 
your love for your neighbor and for Christ 
himself.” 


The Pope urged particular support for the 
“innocent victims’’ of the Pakistan-India war in 
Bangladesh. 


‘‘We are especially alarmed today with the 
situation in India and Pakistan,”’ he said, adding 
that life in refugee camps is: harsh and that 
‘death and disease are ever present.” 


CRS IS A MAJOR group providing aid and 
rehabilitation to refugees and other victims in 
Bangladesh, maintaining camps and reset- 
tlement centers. 


Since March CRS has shipped more than $12 
million worth of food, housing and other relief 
aid to Pakistan refugees, but their needs con- 
tinue as families relocate to begin new lives in 
peace. 
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Stewardship ‘72 

Goal within sight 
as more parishes 
go ‘over the top’

THE MESSAGE ‘“‘target hit’? echoed around 
the diocese last week as more parishes made 
their Stewardship ’72 goal. 


Fifty-eight parishes reached or passed their 
goal by March 3. And more than $1.7 million was 
committed for parish and diocesan needs. 


This includes commitments over targets which 
totally remain with the parishes. 


FATHER WILLIAM Cooney, stewardship 
diocesan moderator, said parishes will make 
final reports to their regional moderators during 
next week (March 13). 


‘‘We hope that by that date all will be reporting 
over target and will conclude the most success- 
ful and vital effort that has ever been held in 
the diocese,” he said. 


Last Sunday parishes observed Commitment 
Day so that those not reached by local stewards 
could make their pledges. 


PRIZES WERE awarded to school children for 
the best posters and essays on the stewardship 
campaign. 


Father Edmond J. Leonard, pastor of Our 
Lady of the Valley in Hemet and regional 
moderator, reported that his region was the first 
of 20 in the diocese to achieve its goal. 


Region K now stands at 148 per cent of its 
$33,250 target, said Father Leonard. The 
following parishes in the region reached or ex- 
ceeded their goal: St. Anthony and St. Joseph in 
San Jacinto, Queen of Angels in Idyllwild, St.

Figures ‘questionable’ in NAL 
charges of religious neglect 


A NATIONAL Association 
of Laity report claimed there 
are 37,588 Catholic grade and 
high school students in this 
diocese—or 26 per cent of the 
total number—not receiving 
religious instructions. 


The NAL said 103,403 
children in the diocese are 
under Catholic instructions. 
This includes 33,851 in 
parochial schools, or 24 per 
cent; and 69,552, or 50 per 
cent, in CCD classes. 


Commenting on the report, 
Msgr. John A. Dickie, 
diocesan school superin- 
tendent, said the figures 
“are far outdated .. . and 
make the NAL findings 
questionable.”’ 


ACCORDING to diocesan 
records, there are 25,685 
children in Catholic grade 
and high schools and 47,473 
in CCD programs. 


The NAL explained it drew 
up its report on Catholic 
education in U. S. dioceses 
from statistics in the 1971 
Official Catholic Directory 
published by P. J. Kenedy. 


According to its findings, it 
said, more than 2 million 
Catholic children in the 
country are not getting a 
religious education. 


IT REACHED the number 
of children without religious 
instructions in a diocese by 
subtracting those in 
parochial and CCD classes 
from the total number o 
Catholic children of school 
age. 


“This total was estimated 
by applying the percentage 
of children in the 5-17 age 
group, according to the U. S. 
Census Bureau, to the total 
Catholic population of the 
diocese,”’ it said. 


A NAL claim that the 
Fresno diocese leads the 
nation in neglecting the 
religious - education of 
Catholic children was 
labeled ‘‘false.”’ 


A STATEMENT issued for 
the Fresno diocese by Gerald 
E. Sherry, managing editor 
of the Central California 


Register, said the NAL used 
statistics in the Kenedy 
directory which had a 
typographical error. 


Consequently, he said, 33 
per cent of Catholic children 
in the Fresno diocese are 
without religious in- 
structions, not 66 per cent as 
the NAL reported. 
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in 1955. He has been a 
monsignor since 1970. 


Msgr. Murray has been 
pastor at St. Michael’s since 
1968 and formerly headed 
parishes in Holtville and Sun 
City. He was ordained in 
Ireland in 1952 for the San 
Diego diocese, and became a 
monsignor two years ago.

MSGR. GEORGE RICE, pastor of Our Lady of

per cent of its $74,250 goal. 


Parishes in that region passing goals are St.

Father Alfred Geimer, pastor of the St. Louis 
church, said he had help ‘from above’’ in 
passing his goal. After little success in the 
campaign, said Father Geimer, he and his 
parish stewardship chairman, Stanley T. 
Phillips, prayed to Our Lady of Lourdes. 


AS A RESULT, said the pastor, the parish 
reported 202 per cent of its $5,000 goal. 


Another pastor from the same region, Father 
John Daly of St. Augustine’s, said that ‘‘in spite 
of a serious economic crisis we can report $1,500 
(600 per cent of target) pledged to Stewardship 
’72._ The people are determined to show their 
support of the Church and diocese.”’ 


Two parishes have finally lifted off the ground 
in the campaign.

Unsung heroes of campaign 


There is an army of 10,000 marching in this diocese. 
Certainly many, many noble parishioners have 
telephoned, tramped and talked about Stewardship 
72. They’ ve called on us and told us about time, talent 
and treasure. And they have given much of their own 
time and talent to unleash us from a little of our 
treasure. 


It is not an easy task. In fact it is often unrewarding 
because people — yes, even we Christian Catholics — 
can be so ornery when it comes to callers. Particularly 
if they rattle our consciences a little and try to extract 
a morsel of our treasure. These men and women — a 
lot of husband and wife teams, too — have performed 
nobly and deserve to be given credit as the unsung 
heroes of Stewardship ’72. 


As the figures have climbed toward the $2 million 
target and as parishes have responded to the call, you 
can imagine these thousands. of calls, tens of 
thousands of hours given as a witness of their 
willingness to sacrifice for their Church. 


CCD heroes too 


There are many other unsung heroes in our parishes 
and no doubt I will be guilty of overlooking some. But 
surely we should include in our plaudits the 3,500 lay 
people who give regularly their time and talent to CCD 
work in our far-flung diocese. This is a noble work, the 
teaching in faith, upon which so much depends. 


That stewardship army I mentioned has a smiling 
leader. Diocesan director for the campaign is Father 
William Cooney, pastor for so many years of St. 
Charles Borromeo next to the Naval Training Center 
and MCRD in San Diego. 


Seen in my picture at a recent senate meeting with 
Father Phillip Straling, Father Cooney has one of 
those parishes where the shifting population of ser- 
vicemen is a steady problem. His own continuity of 
nearly 18 years in the parish is reflected in the spirit 
he shares with his more permanent parishioners. 


Nobody could accuse him of indulging in creature 
comforts. From my observations in his rectory, I 
think his television set and radio have been there as 
long as he has, they’re vintage. 


Few creature comforts 


Father Straling, incidentally, is rounding out his 
term at the Newman Center, San Diego State. After 
Easter he will assume his duties as fulltime secretary 
of the diocesan synod now taking shape. 


Full day’s work 


The letter (page 5) asking why confirmation is 
usually set for 5:30 p.m., and Father Lechner’s reply 
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is perhaps worth a little more explanation. 


Father Lechner is being modest on behalf of him- 
self, the bishop and many others. After a full day’s 
work in an office the bishop and his secretary then go 
through a fairly lengthy evening of confirmation, 
Mass and reception several times a week. The 
weekend usually brings its full quota of ceremonies, 
too. 


This routine also applies to others. Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen, after a full day as chancellor of the diocese, 
celebrates 5:30 p.m. Mass as pastor at Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, with a full weekend of Masses and 
pastoral duties to cope with. 


I did not manage to get a single day off in February 
either. With the regular daily routine on the 
newspaper, evening talks and lectures to give or at- 
tend, and weekend ‘‘preaching”’ in four parishes, the 
days, nights and weekends vanished. 


There are those, too, who give evening talks in adult 
education courses throughout the diocese, who usually 
have a fulltime occupation teaching or lecturing 
elsewhere, such as USD or in’a parish. Time off 
becomes precious indeed. 


Try a Seder service 


' Aninteresting development in recent years has been 
Holy Thursday celebration of the Passover meal—or 
Seder service—in Catholic homes and parish groups 
such as the CCD. ; 


There is a particular relation between Easter and 
Passover, apart from the common Judeo-Christian 
heritage. Passover recalls God’s rescue of his people 
from Egypt, and, from the Christian viewpoint, God’s 
rescue of his people through Jesus and his resurrec- 
tion. 


The Seder ceremony is rich in symbolism. Banners, 
flowers, music, candles, all important parts of the 
ritual, have special meaning. 


The meal itself is a commemoration of the exodus 
from Egypt. There is the bone from roasted lamb, 
symbolic of the sacrificial lamb of Jewish and 
Christian significance; Matzos, the unleavened bread 
prepared in haste as the Jews fled Egypt; bitter herbs 
for the bitterness of slavery; haroses, a paste of nuts, 
apples, cinnamon and wine recalling the mortar of the 
Egyptian brickfields; watercress, a token of gratitude 
for all the products of the earth.

Why go to Mass? 


National polls indicate that there is a drop in 
Mass attendance by Catholics as part of an 
overall drop in church attendance in the 
nation. 


Before we get too alarmed we should, perhaps, 
reflect upon whether attendance at Mass is 
fully appreciated for what it is. 


For many the Sunday observance is a matter of 
routine and law. For the more youthful, 
brought up in an age of questioning and of 
search, the iegalistic answer is not sufficient. 


Evangelist Billy Graham said the other day, 
‘‘attending church is more than hearing and 
listening. It is a reverent attitude...worship by 
giving, joining others in praise...and beyond 
these, it is a silent witness that you believe in 
God and his church.” 


As Bishop Maher in a pastoral letter last Sep- 
tember said: ‘‘The Mass is the central point 
around which all the sacraments revolve. It is 
the center of Christian life.” 


It is the center of Christian life. It is Christians 
coming together to witness to their faith, to 
their belief in God and their willingness to 
share it with each other and with others. 


Why go to Mass? Because if you believe you will 
want to share in the demonstration of this 
belief. And you will want to receive the 
strength which comes from sharing with each 
other this witness with Christ.

In the Letter to the Hebrews we read: ‘‘To suit us, the ideal 
high priest would have to be holy, innocent and ur 
contaminated... one who would not need to offer sacrifices 
everyday, as the other high priests do for their own sins and 
then for those of the people, because he has done this once 
and for all by offering himself. The law appoints high priests 
who are men subject to weakness; but the promise on oath, 
which came after the law, appointed the Son who is made 
perfect for ever.’’ 7:26-28. 


From this it would seem that Jesus’ sacrifice on the cross, 
as a once-and-for-all event would make the Mass as super- 
fluous as the sacrifices of the old law. Yet in reality there is 
no conflict between the sacrifice of Calvary and the sacrifice 
of the Mass for they are one and the same event. 


Since Jesus is God, any saving act He performed in time is 
an eternal event and transcends the limitations of time and 
space. Therefore, these historical acts of Jesus can be 
transplanted to any particular time and space. 


The Mass we attend is the same Divine event that took 
place on Calvary. For this reason we call the Mass a 
celebration since we believe that Jesus has already won Ne 
battle — *‘Anyone who has been begotten by God has alreaa’y 
overcome the world; this is the victory over the world — our 
faith.’’ 1 John 5:4. :

Rather than cut funds to 
the parochial school, which 
Mr. Montello erroneously

Population: bomb or fizzle?

“THE INCREASINGLY Strident howl that the 
world can’t support its population is based 
almost entirely on ignorance,’ says world 
renowned economist and population expert, Dr. 
Colin Clark. 


In a recent Los Angeles lecture, Dr. Clark 
stated that leading economists agree that 
population growth is an asset to the country in 
which it takes place. Growth in population brings 
advantages in agriculture and industry. 


Most of the current wailing is done by rank 
amateurs whose despair is in no way justified by 
available scientific evidence. Foremost among 
these are panic-stricken ladies who arrange 
family planning teas to disseminate population 
control propaganda and quote Paul Ehrlich’s 
Population Bomb as gospel. ; 


IN A SPEECH GIVEN in San Diego last year, 
while still auxiliary here, Bishop John R. Quinn 
also took issue with Paul Ehrlich, among others. 
“The panic of a fire,”’ he said, “is mild compared 
to the hysteria now raging on the subject of 
population control...The most dismal and 
horrifying predictions have been made by some 
impressive sources. Paul Ehrlich of Stanford has 
said that if something dramatic isn’t done im- 
mediately, there is no hope that civilization 
will last. 


“Tt is said that the present world population is 
3 7 billion and that in another 30 years it will be 7 
billion. A book by Fairfield Osborn, Our Plun- 
dered Planet, predicts that mankind will 
ultimately denude the earth of its minerals and 
destroy its capacity to produce food,” said 
Bishop Quinn. 


British scientist and author, C.P. Snow is 
quoted as saying, “We shall, in the rich coun- 
tries, be surrounded by a sea of famine. Many 
millions of people are going to starve. We shall 
see them doing so on our television sets.” 


ALTHOUGH THE prophets of doom are 
numerous and attract a large and vocal 
following, predictions of a world overpopulation

disaster based on mathematical calculations are 
at best incomplete and fallacious. 


Commenting on the Malthusian assertion of 
world starvation due to overpopulation, Henry 
George in a book written in 1879 scoffed at this 
theory as ‘‘unfounded, if not as grotesque as an 
assumption Adam might have made had he been 
of an arithmetical turn of mind and figured on 
the growth of his first baby from the rate of its 
early months. 


“From the fact that at birth it weighed ten 
pounds, he might, with the arithmetical 
knowledge which some sages supposed him to 
possess, have ciphered out a result quite as 
striking as that of Mr. Malthus: namely that by 
the time it got to be ten years old it would be as 
heavy as an ox; at twelve as heavy as an 
elephant and at thirty would weigh no less than 
175,716,339,548 tons.” 


WHAT REALLY ARE the facts? To the sur- 
prise of population experts in the United States, 
this nation’s birth rate fell dramatically during 
1971. 


An increase had been expected because of the 
larger number of women of prime child-bearing 
age. At 17.3 babies per thousand population, the 
birth rate is down to the lowest level since the 
Depression. There is also a decline in the birth 
rate of many European countries; Both Canada 
and Mexico have likewise witnessed a drop in the 
number of births. 


So-called population experts in 1957 predicted 
that the U.S. population would be 400 million by 
the year 2000. Now fifteen years later, they might 
have reduced their estimate by 100 million. 


IN ANY CASE, according to Dr. Colin Clark, 
the earth is capable of easily supporting a 
population of 15 billion. The present population is 
a little over three and a half billion. In fact, the 
entire population of the world could be located in 
one corner of San Diego County — in an area just 
30 miles long and 25 miles wide. 


Allowing each man, woman and child four 
square feet of space, all the peoples of the world 
would fit into 750 square miles — a mere dot on 
the globe! 


Only six per cent of land in the United States is 
occupied at present. In fact, 70 per cent of the 
people live on no more than two per cent of the 
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land. The Amazon Basin in Brazil fills one 
twentieth of the earth’s surface and is still virgin 
soil. 


180 MILLION ACRES of the world’s most 
fertile soil lie unused in Ethiopia. Australia, 
which is as large as the U.S., has a population 
equal to the state of Ohio. Huge land acreages in 
places such as the Philippines and in Africa are 
yet uncultivated. 


In this country, the government has retired at 
least 22.5 million acres into the soil bank. 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford Hardin 
reported.in October 1971, that 2 billion dollars 
may have to be spent this year to avoid surpluses 
in corn and other grains. 


Taking world resources of arable land to be 4 
billion acres, we could expect to feed, at 
maximum American standards, 47 billion 
people. 


“RATHER THAN TOO many people,” Bishop 
Quinn stated, ‘‘the real problem lies in the im- 
proper and unjust distribution of wealth and 
resources; the overcrowding of great numbers in 
small areas; and the careless, irresponsible 
unplanned consumption of goods and com- 
modities.”’ 


Many nations need more people — not less — to 
cultivate food products and build a sound 
agricultural economy. Israel has dramatized 
what can be done, throfigh the combination of 
technology and hard work, by turning a desert 
into an area of thriving production. 


As a matter of fact, France encourages 
mothers to have more children. The French 
government pays $60 towards childbirth ex- 
penses and provides free hospitalization and 
maternity care. Also, family allowances are 
paid which rise with the number of children. 


THE POPULATION density of France is 240.4 
people to the square mile. West Germany claims 
622 people per square mile. Neither France nor 
Germany is complaining about any population 
explosion! The United States, a leading voice in 
population control, has one of the lowest 
population densities of any major country: 57.4 
people to the square mile. 


“Population limitation has political con- 
sequences too,” Clark said. ‘“‘The countries 
which count most in world affairs are those with 
large populations — the United States, Russia, 
China, India. If the United States limits its 
population it will run down-scale as a world 
power.” 


THE REAL ISSUE, apparently, is not the 
threat of too many people in the future, but the 
greed, carelessness and irresponsibility of too 
many people in the present.

Question:

They say the devil in 
Hell killed Jesus 
Christ and it is the 
devil who kills people. 
Devil spelled back- 
wards is lived. When 
Christ rose from the 
dead He opened the 


gates of Hell and 
showed He beat the 
devil. 


The story goeth thus: 


The people in the Old Tes- 
tament were generally 
unclear and uncertain 
about life after death and, 
at the most, consigned their 
departed brethren to 
“Sheol” (sometimes incor- 
rectly translated as “Hell”) 
—a vague, shadowy place of 
existence, with no connota- 
tions of reward or punish- 
ment.

And that is the sense in 
which the term ‘‘Hell”’ 1s 
used in creeds.

Otherwise, there would 
be a contradiction if ‘‘all 
good people who died 
before Christ’’ found them- 
selves in the state of eternal 
punishment. 

As for the last three sen- 
tences in the question 
above, one can only 
exclaim: ‘Three cheers for 
Christ!”

Recently I read that a 
Pulitzer Prize winning 
poet who took his own 
life received a Catholic 
funeral.in a church and 
was. buried in .a 
Catholic cemetery. 
Exactly what is the 
Church’s position 


regarding burial of 
suicides? 


In the past some pastors 
have zealously refused to 
have Church burial for a 
suicide. Unfortunately, zeal 
is no substitute for learning. 


The Code of Canon Law, 
it is true, states that 
ecclesiastical burial is to be 
refused to a suicide (Canon 
1240). 


But commentators (for 
example, Bouscaren-Ellis) 
state that “where the more 
or less common opinion pre- 
vails that suicide usually 
results from nervous or 
mental derangements” such 
burial should not be denied.

NEW YORK (RNS)— The 
State Appellate Court 
Division here affirmed the 
constitutionality of the New 
York state abortion law and 
reversed a state supreme 
court ruling that could have 
halted abortions in city 
municipal hospitals. 


In its 4-1 decision, the court 
said it did not dispute con- 
temporary medical views 
that ‘“‘the child begins a 
separate life from the 
moment of conception..”’ 


But on legal grounds the 
court ruled that the unborn 
child was not a ‘‘legal per- 
son.”’ 


A CHALLENGE to the 
New York abortion law 
which permits abortions up 
to the 24th week of 
pregnancy was filed in a suit 
by Robert M. Byrn, 40, a 
Catholic bachelor and law 
professor at Fordham Uni- 
versity. 


He had been appointed 
special guardian of: all un- 
born fetuses whose mothers 
were awaiting abortions in 
city municipal hospitals. 

In his suit, Mr. Byrn 
charged that the state law 
violated the 14th Amend- 
ment to the U. S. Con- 
stitution, which holds, in 
part, that no state shall 
“deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property without 
due process of law.” 


ON JAN. 5, Justice 
Francis X. Smith in Queens 


issued a temporary in- 
junction to prevent abor- 
tions. He said a fetus was ‘‘a 
living human being.”’

automatically stayed by an 
appeal filed by the city and 
Atty. Gen. Louis J. 
Lefkowitz. There has been no 
disruption of abortion ser- 
vices.

Suicide attempt 
crime or illness? 


In TORONTO, Ont., 
Father Frank Stone, head of 
the National Catholic 
Communication Center, 
favored a proposal to 
remove ‘‘attempted suicide”’ 
from the Criminal Code and 
regard it as a medical and 
moral issue. 


He said the law is useless 
and compared it to a law of 
the Catholic Church which 
ostensibly denies a Christian 
burial to.a suicide, a rule 
rarely invoked. ‘‘We don’t 
know what went on in the 
suicide’s mind before the 
act, so how can anyone say it 
was a deliberate, freely- 
taken decision?’’ he asked. 


Prelate warns on 
contraceptives 


In ST. CLOUD, Minn., 
Bishop George Speltz issued 
a pastoral ‘to blow the 
warning trumpet” against 
use of contraceptives by 
Catholics. 


“Those who defended the 
right to use sex with con- 
traceptives, if need be, to 
prevent and regulate birth, 
unwittingly, I fear, laid the 
groundwork psychologically 
and spiritually for the ad- 
vocacy of the right to use sex 
even with abortion to 
prevent and regulate birth,” 
the bishop wrote. 


Moral decadence 
worries bishops 


In ROME, Italian bishops 
expressed grave concern 
over the ‘‘extensive and deep 
moral decadence” in the 
country and urged prayers 
for the country’s future. 
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The bishops decried labor 
unrest, social injustice, a 
growing insecurity, crime, 
the introduction of divorce, 
moral permissiveness and 
spreading drug addiction. 


Laity to observe 
NCCB meeting 


In ATLANTA, Ga., five 
men and women will become 
the first Catholic laity ever 
to observe general sessions 
of the U.S. Catholic bishops 
when they meet in April. 


The five are a housewife, 
city planner, civil rights 
leader, college dean and 
hospital administrator. They 
will join the press, priests 
and Sisters, also admitted 
for the first time as ob- 
serves at a meeting of the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops.

In SAULT STE, MARIE, 
Ont., Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau of Canada said he 
would never favor the

slogan, ‘‘Free Abortion on 
Demand,” as advocated by 
women’s liberation groups. 


Calling abortion ‘‘an act of 
destruction,” he said, ‘‘if you 
want me to vote that way (in 
favor of abortion), you will 
have to convince me that a 
person who asks for an 
abortion has no responsi- 
bility at all.” 


Prayer urged for 
the two Irelands 


In NEW YORK, religious 
leaders appealed jointly to 
all Americans to pray for 
peace and justice in both 
Northern Ireland and the 
Republic of Ireland on St. 
Patrick’s Day, March 17. 


The plea came from the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, 
National Council of Churches 
and Synagogue Council of 
America. 


Sister asserts 
no kidnap plot 


In CLEVELAND, Sister 
Elizabeth McAlister, one of 
the defendants in the 
Harrisburg, Pa., conspiracy 
trial, denied there was a plot « 
to kidnap presidential ad- 
visor Henry Kissinger. She 
was in Cleveland to raise 
funds for the Harrisburg 
Defense Committee. 


During the trial, the 
prosecution has charged that 
Father Philip Berrigan and 
Sister Elizabeth exchanged 
two letters in which they 
discussed a plan for the 
kidnapping. 


N. J. abortion 
law illegal 


In TRENTON, N.J., a 
three-man federal court 
ruled that the state’s *~ 
year-old abortion law 1s 
unconstitutional because it i 
vague and constitutes a. 
invasion of privacy. 


The court held that until 
the fourth month of 
pregnancy ‘‘a mother’s right 
transcends that of the em- 
bryo’’ and the state ‘may 
not interfere without a 
compelling necessity.” 


New Jersey law permits 
abortions only to save the 
mother’s life. 
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
